Internal Justice Department emails shed new light on 

Obama’s perplexing potpocalypse

N ext month, U.S. Attorney General 
Eric Holder is expected to testify 
on Capitol Hill at the invitation 
of Senator Patrick Leahy (D-Vermont) 
about the Obama administration’s inef¬ 
fable policy on medical marijuana. He’ll

nabis. Yet in November 2011, the White 
House unleashed a major crackdown 
on the Golden State’s biggest cash crop, 
threatening landlords and growers with 
criminal penalties and the seizure of 
their properties, as well as shuttering 
countless storefront pot dispensaries. 

Despite the ongoing Potpocalypse, 
Holder as well as other Justice Depart¬ 
ment officials—including U.S. Attor¬ 
ney Andre Birotte Jr., who supervises 
drug-enforcement efforts in Southern 
California—have repeatedly stated they 
aren’t going after marijuana collectives 
that obey state law, but rather targeting 
only organized-crime syndicates, such 
as the multicounty pot ring run by San 
Clemente resident John Walker, who last 
month earned a 22-year prison sentence 
in an Orange County federal courtroom. 
Yet internal department emails obtained 
by the Weekly suggest federal prosecu¬ 
tors are intent on eradicating all store¬ 
front dispensaries in California. In one 
email, for example, a Justice Department 
official announces that while there are 
still some clubs open in Santa Ana, this 
“handful of stragglers” would be dealt 
with “soon enough.” 

The feds are apparently so intent 
on eradicating California’s medical- 
marijuana industry that it is threaten¬ 
ing wheelchair-bound activists such 
as Marla James, the president of the 
Orange County chapter of Americans for 
Safe Access. On Aug. 7, DEA agents paid 
a visit to 17511 Griffin Lane, a building 
in an industrial neighborhood of Hun¬ 
tington Beach. The location is the most 
recent home of Med-Aid, a group of 
disabled, sick and terminally ill Orange 
County residents who collectively 
smoke cannabis. 

Under threats from the DEA and city 
officials in Anaheim, where Med-Aid 
operated last year, the collective moved 
to Sunset Beach, until police parked a 
cruiser in front of the group’s storefront, 
forcing it to move once again. 

James, a member of Med-Aid, says 


DEA agents served the group with a 
notice to close within 14 days or else 
face criminal prosecution—adding they 
were specifically looking for her. “I got 
a call from the collective saying, ‘There 
are a bunch of feds looking for you,”’ 
James says. “When I got home, there 
were six DEA agents waiting.” 

James, who had been attending a local 
Democratic Party meeting, wasn’t even 
able to lower herself via her vehicle’s 
wheelchair elevator before the feds sur¬ 
rounded the car and 
personally served 
her with a letter 
threatening to 
seize the build¬ 
ing and to pros¬ 
ecute anyone 
who continues to 
operate a collec¬ 
tive at the loca¬ 
tion. Med-Aid 
agreed to close 
its doors. 

In one 
email shed¬ 
ding new 
light on the 
crackdown,

Parham bragged 
about his office’s 
zeal in eradicating 
all dispensaries. 

“My old pal, Jay 
Williams, called 
me again this 
afternoon,” 

Parham 
wrote in 
an Aug. 28, 

2012, email. 

“As you prob¬ 
ably recall, 


district and that all stores in our juris¬ 
diction will be shut down.” 

According to Parham, Williams asked 
whether he could relocate to either 
Garden Grove or Santa Ana. “I made 
it clear that there was not a city in the 
area that he could safely move to,” Par¬ 
ham wrote. “Keep your eyes open for 
Mr. Williams (if that is his true name). 

It seems like he is really conflicted 
about staying in the game.” 

Assistant U.S. Attorney 
David Kowal took delight 
in the California Supreme 
Court’s ruling earlier 
this year that upheld 
the right of cities to 
ban dispensaries. 
“The Cal SCT deci¬ 
sion has really had 
a positive impact,” 
Kowal wrote in 
a June 13, 2013, 
email. “In addi¬ 
tion to closing 
the final stores 
in Anaheim, I just 
spoke to Garden 
Grove, and they 
inform that they 
were able to shut 
down 50-plus 
stores in a few 
weeks and are 
down to 0. 



Williams is the potential operator for the 
[marijuana] store that was due to open 
at the above location [in Anaheim]. Wil¬ 
liams told me that he had talked with a 
couple of lawyers, and they told him that 
if he followed the letter of the law T10 
percent,’ then he had nothing to worry 
about. I told Williams that the lawyers 
lied to him and completely disregarded 
federal law. Williams was again advised 
that we are enforcing federal law in this 


Still some in Santa Ana and a handful of 
other stragglers, but [Special Agent] Mer- 
tus will see to that soon enough.” 

Some of the most recent emails 
obtained by the Weekly show that federal 
prosecutors viewed as cause for celebra¬ 
tion complaints from landlords and col¬ 
lectives who worried about sick people 
not being able to get access to their 
medicine. In a May 28 email, Parham 
revels in the news that a landlord, whose 


surname is Kinney, had authorized evic¬ 
tion of a marijuana collective. “Kinney 
talked to the tenant today, and he said he 
felt terrible for all the sick people who 
were unable to get their medicine,” Par¬ 
ham wrote. 

In a separate email sent to Parham 
just five minutes earlier, one of Parham’s 
colleagues, Sandra Sagert, expressed 
glee over the eviction. “[Hjopefully, we 
can resolve soon, so we can celebrate! 
Has been a little over a year since we 
started.... [smiley face].” 

Other internal emails show that fed¬ 
eral prosecutors used tactics to deliber¬ 
ately terrify landlords who had rented to 
cannabis collectives. In a Feb. 12 email, 
one federal agent described a conversa¬ 
tion he’d had that morning with a land¬ 
lord who had no idea he was in danger 
of losing his property. The landlord, the 
agent recalled, “said he is unaware that 
it was illegal for his tenants to sell mari¬ 
juana from his property. He also said he 
was never contacted by the government 
in reference to this property being used 
to sell marijuana.” 

The agent then asked his colleagues 
whether they had any record of a letter 
being sent to the landlord. In response, 
another agent chimed in and claimed he’d 
just hand-delivered a letter to the land¬ 
lord, stating it had been mailed the previ¬ 
ous year. “He said he never got it, but the 
tenants moved out around the time the 
letter was dated.” 

Responding to that exchange, Greg 
Parham, who was supervising federal 
asset-forfeiture efforts earlier this year, 
thanks everyone for their hard work and 
bluntly states, “We have made a strategic 
decision not to send our warning letters 
out via certified or registered mail.” 

Why would the feds deliberately not 
make every effort to ensure landlords 
are notified in a timely and reliable 
manner their buildings are being tar¬ 
geted? For “shock value,” Parham’s 

replacement, Steven Welk, allegedly 
told attorney Matt J. Pappas in a 
courtroom conference earlier 
this year. 

“Mr. Welk told me he 
intentionally did not send 
warning letters to [three of 
my clients] ahead of filing 
forfeiture actions against 
their properties,” Pappas 
claimed in a July 23 letter to 
Birotte. “Just days after receiv¬ 
ing the lis pendens and notice 
of the federal lawsuit to take her 
property, [one landlord] went to the 
hospital for cardiac issues because of the 
stress. Her husband ... told me multiple 
times he wasn’t breaking any laws when 
I first met him.” 

One client, Pappas wrote, cried during 
his first meeting with her, while another 
landlord was “inconsolable” after learn¬ 
ing the feds planned to seize his build¬ 
ing. After a couple of months and the 
immense stress, Pappas wrote, the man 
“looks like he’s aged 20 years.”

You wouldn’t think it, but the Chinese¬ 
centric 99 Ranch Market chain has an 
overwhelming selection of longanisa, the 
king of Filipino sausages. Pampanga and 
Martin Purefoods—the Hormel and Oscar 
Meyer of Filipino tube steaks—dominate 
the frozen aisle with varieties that range 
from a spicy longanisa to a sweet version 
called hamonado longanisa to a chicken 
variant. You can opt for skin or no skin. 
There’s even an option for vegan Filipi¬ 
nos (a species of human rarer than honest 
politicians). And if you think the frozen 
section is where it ends, you’re wrong: 
Racks of fresh Filipino sausages in just as 
many varieties hang near the butcher’s 
section as well.

You may not have forgiven Costco for 
swapping out the $1.50 Hebrew National 
food-court hot dogs with its Kirkland 
brand, but when the Aidells sampling 
booth shows up at the mega-warehouse, 
you’ll miss them just a little bit less.

CORTINA'S 

People literally swoon upon eating the 
sandwiches at Cortina’s. No, really. We’ve 
seen it happen. One that inspires such 
a reaction? The sausage sandwich, in 
which two fat, subtly spiced homemade 
links are split in half lengthwise, sliced, 
and then layered with near-liquefied 
sweet peppers on a pillow of bread. It’s 
the kind of messy, overstuffed hoagie that 
disintegrates if you hold it wrong. You eat 
half, and tell yourself you’ll eat the other 
half later, realizing only when there’s 
nothing left but crumbs and puddles of 
juice and sauce that you just unknowingly 
ate the whole thing by yourself in one sit¬

Ochoa’s chorizo is nothing new to the 
region—for the past 35 years, the barrios 
of South Santa Ana have consumed with 
glee the green chorizo prepared by the 
Ochoa family, hand-cranked individu¬ 
ally by the progeny of Aurora Ochoa. 
She’s well into her abuelita years now, 
but a couple of years ago, her children 
decided to legitimize the family trade, 
found the current location and bought 
professional equipment to boost produc¬ 
tion. And boy, have they: Whereas the 
family traditionally made around 500 
pounds of chorizo links per week, the 
current output is around 2,500 pounds 
per week—more than a ton. Its fame is 
now countywide, its devotees hipsters 
and wabs alike—and the family contin¬ 
ues to churn on. 220 W. Warner Ave.,

EL GAUCHO MEAT MARKET 

El Gaucho Meat Market is famous 
around Anaheim for its Argentine res¬ 
taurant, its flat-screens perpetually 
tuned to one soccer match or another, 
and its massive deli case. And if you’re at 
an Argentine meat market, the sausage 
of order is the morcilla, turgid blood 
sausage that plumps up perfectly on 
the grill. But also available, playing the 
McCartney to the morcilla’s Lennon, 
is the chorizo. This isn’t your Mexican 
chorizo (and never compare an Argie 
to a Mexi again, carajo): This is pork at 
its leanest, with just the slightest bit of 
fat to gush out of its taut case, to make 
the sausage curl up ever so slightly 
once you’re heating it up. Regardless of 
sausage selection, douse them in copi¬ 
ous amounts of El Gaucho’s homemade 
chimichurri.

AFRICAN HUT 

OC’s South African expat community 
is large enough that it has supported 
African Hut, a store specializing in 
South African produce, for more than a 
decade. It’s a tiny shop, about the size 
of a living room, but it stocks nearly 
everything a South African needs to 
re-create home, from curries and beef 
jerkies right down to the tubes of 
Ingram’s Champhor Cream for skin 
rashes. But what gets orders from across 
the country are the boerwors, spicy beef 
sausages that are the national meat of 
South Africa: perfect for grilling and 
stuffing into sandwiches or slicing for a 
scramble. It’s so popular it sells them by 
the coiled kilo, and it has even recently 


introduced droerwors, the dried version 
of boerwors that just happens to be the 
best beef jerky on Earth.

CONTINENTAL DELI 

Try the bratwurst first. The snappy natu¬ 
ral skin is so crunchy you have to pierce it 
with your fork as if you’re trying to deflate 
a tire. Then, in your mouth, you marvel 
as its peppery overtones and coarse tex¬ 
ture follow. Next, try the knackwurst, a 
plump, meaty tube as smooth as mousse 
and pinkish in hue that tastes like the big¬ 
gest, fluffiest, most garlicky hot dog in the 
world. Once you’ve eaten your share of 
sausages, either on a plate with a home¬ 
made potato salad or washed down with 
a hefty stein of German beer, take a few 
more home from the case, which houses 
the aforementioned sausages and many 
more such as liverwurst and blutwurst

AURORA'S CHORIZO 

Aurora’s tiny pie-wedge of a building 
houses a family business that makes 
only one thing: chorizo. Its commitment 
to make only the best chorizo with 
quality pork shows when you slice open 
the natural casing and fry one up: just 
enough fat, but no grease puddle as you 
would find with supermarket brands. 
Aurora’s makes a mild red spiced with 
only paprika and no chiles, an exem¬ 
plary spicy red, a meat-free soy chorizo, 
and a spicy, green chorizo that you 
won’t easily find in most carnicerias.

MITSUWA AND MARUKAI 

Whereas most sausages get their fame 
from their mix of spices and herbs, the 
small breakfast link popular in Japan has 
a flavor profile that’s the opposite: subtly 
unspiced, with a restrained use of salt and 
pepper. You can taste the pork and its sat¬ 
isfying richnesss, with just a hint of smo¬ 
kiness, always encased in natural sheep 
casings that snap when you bite into the 
juicy links. In our county, the brand to 
buy is Sato-kun’s Sausage, available in 
the fresh-meat case at Japanese super¬ 
markets such as Mitsuwa and Marukai. 
Mitsuwa, 665 Paularino Ave., Costa Mesa,

Thai This Now 


Is the still-undiscovered Coconut Rabbit the best of its 
country’s cuisine in OC since Thai Nakorn? 

BY EDWIN GOEI 


I t was Saturday around 7 p.m. Prime 
time for a restaurant. Yet there you are, 
one of only two parties at the Coconut 
Rabbit, a 3-month-old Thai bistro on a 
relatively obscure bit of Katella Avenue in 
Los Alamitos. You look around the empty 
room—at the crisply pressed linens, the 
flickering votive candles, the beautiful 
moss-covered logs decorating the walls— 
and wonder: Where is everybody? 

You’d been there a few days earlier, 
and it was exactly the same scene: barely 
a handful of customers in a romantically 
lit space with the capacity to handle at 
least five times that. That night, after 
finishing one of the most flawless Thai 
meals you had ever eaten, you realized 
that you’d stumbled into the best Thai 
restaurant since Thai Nakorn. Coconut 
Rabbit, you think, should’ve had them 
lining up for blocks. 

It must be said that Thai Nakorn and 
Coconut Rabbit are very different in 
appearance, menu and mission. If Thai 
Nakorn is a grand department store of 
Thai cuisine, Coconut Rabbit is more 
of an intimate, carefully curated bou¬ 
tique. Though some entrees are served 
family-style, a lot of the dishes follow 
the French school of plating and pre¬ 
sentation, with swipes of sauce on some 
and deliberately dramatic garnishes on 
others. This makes more sense when 
you find out more about the chef from 
the young lady in charge of the dining 
room. She reveals the chef is actually her 
aunt, a Thai mother who, after a lifetime 
of cooking for her family, decided to 


go back to school at Le Cordon Bleu in 
Pasadena. And the young woman is a Le 
Cordon Bleu Paris graduate and serves as 
the restaurant’s pastry chef. 

You discover that if there were one 
dish that demonstrates what wonders 
could result when a master of Thai 
home cooking gets formal Le Cordon 
Bleu training, it would be the corn frit¬ 
ters. On the plate are about six, each the 
size of an hors d’oeuvre, each served in 
a tiny, crispy shell filled with the deli¬ 
cately battered kernels and a thimble 
of spicy-sour-sweet sauce for dribbling. 
You eat one fritter, then two, then three 
... only stopping when you realize your 
date hadn’t yet caught up. There’s a 
mushroom-and-chicken-filled bowl of 
tom kloeng gai, a chicken soup made 
tangy by tamarind juice. As you sip this 
obscure cousin of tom yum, you navigate 
your spoon around the big stalks of lem- 
ongrass, the whole kaffir lime leaves and 
the galangal slices that nearly crowd the 
bowl. Though inherently inedible, these 
herbs continued to intensify and perfume 
the broth, making your next sip tastier 
and more aromatic than the last. 

A main course of pad prik king—a stir- 
fry with a soulful, fermented, shrimp 
funk in its red-ginger curry paste—had 
filaments of kaffir lime leaves scattered 
as though confetti, while the sambal-like 
paste stuck like napalm on the carefully 
trimmed Blue Lake green beans and 
scraps of tender pork. And then there 
was a dish you never expected to find 
in a Thai restaurant: a carpaccio of wild 


king salmon, sliced thin and raw and 
resting atop tumbleweeds of shredded 
romaine hearts with curls of cucumber 
and pineapple chunks, then brushed with 
a dressing made from passion fruit. It 
was everything a carpaccio should be— 
refreshing, balanced and cosmopolitan. 

You try more entrees. There’s the 
braised beef short rib swimming in an 
almost-soupy panang curry you soak 
into a side of rice. There’s the tamarind 
chicken, its fingers of white meat flash- 
fried so the outer surface remains taut 
and firm after being coated in a sticky- 
sweet tamarind-and-coconut-sugar sauce 
and tossed around in a wok with deep- 
fried kaffir lime leaves, shaved crispy 
lemongrass and wisps of crispy fried kale. 
There are satays, very good ones that 
can come on their own with a traditional 
peanut sauce and toast or paired as the 
protein in entree salads of fancy greens 
dressed in the restaurant’s own Thai vin¬ 
aigrette. Also offered are the tried-and- 
true: a flawless pad see ew, a curry-laced 
pineapple fried rice, and the ka-prow—a 
basil and onion stir-fry with a meat of 
your choice—served simply and fuming 
from the wok. 

Dessert is just as sublime as the meal 
that preceded it. A mango with sweet, 
sticky rice is made extra-special here. 

The rice is formed into a neat cylinder on 
a banana leaf, still warm and sprinkled 
with just-toasted sesame seeds, and then 
topped with a tuile, a lacy, homemade 
French wafer the young pastry chef care¬ 
fully baked just for the purpose. You also 
discover she makes a panna cotta worthy 
of a Top Chef. It’s about then that you ask 
again: Where is everybody?

T he Blind Pig in Rancho Santa Mar¬ 
garita is going to be a fabulous 
restaurant, with a team that draws from 
places we've deemed best of the best 
(the Crosby, Broadway By Amar San¬ 
tana) in the past couple of years. I say "is 
going to be" because by the time I got 
to its soft opening last week, the place 
was slammed—seems half of South 
County was there to party in the cozy 
spot. Unfortunately, I was famished and 
had no time to wait for my dinner (but I'll 
be back soon), so my chica and I went 
across the way to Pizza e Vino. 

I wanted to pop into the tiny eatery, 
which I hadn't visited in about a year 
and never formally reviewed. Oh, it's 
lurked around our pages, both in the 
dead-tree and Internet edition, but it's 
all the way in Rancho Santa Margarita, 
which might as well be Mars for nearly 
the rest of Orange County. And nothing 
against the town, but a restaurant better 
be worth the long-ass drive for me to 
review it. And thankfully, that's the case 
here: From the fast service to the EDM 
music that pulses when the young work¬ 
ers rule the roost to spectacular prod¬ 
ucts, Pizza e Vino is worth all the hype it 
has earned and all the gas you'll spend 
to get here. The owners make a big deal 
about the wood-burning oven and ingre¬ 
dients imported from the motherland 
being certified by some Italian organiza¬ 
tion or other, but I and three-quarters 
of eaters don't care about pedigree; 
we want good pie. You can get it with a 
sweet tomato sauce or none, with top¬ 
pings that range from salty anchovies 
to milky cheeses to enough cuts of pig 
to make an Iowa farmer rich. Despite 
being made to order and cooked in that 
fabulous furnace (and thus taking a bit 
of time), Pizza e Vino's prices are shock¬ 
ingly affordable—I've seen young adults 
dressed as though they just emerged 
from 24 Hour Fitness sit on the patio 
instead of heading over to Little Caesar's 
in the same shopping plaza. 

Pizza e Vino isn't a full Italian res¬ 
taurant—although the appetizers are 
as great as the pizzas and it offers a 
daily pasta, the pies are understandably 
the focus here. But it's worth the drive 
down the 241 toll road—or, if you're 
like me and don't use toll roads out of 
protest for what those empty asphalt 
gulches did to our hills, instead take 
Alicia Parkway to Santa Margarita 
Parkway. Pop in, then head to the Blind 
Pig for drinks, and your RSM trip for the 
year is complete.

Bitchin’ 

Brews 

Lucie Wood and 
Sean Schickling of 
Steamers Jazz Club 


W hen we lived in Fullerton, our 
two favorite reasons to head 
into downtown were the Rea¬ 
gan Years and Steamers Jazz Club. The 
arcade may be long gone, but the indepen¬ 
dent coffeehouse breathes new life in the 
evening, thanks to Lucie Wood and Sean 
Schickling. For a brew more potent than 
espresso, this duo will conjure up some¬ 
thing to suit all tastes. 

Favorite place to eat: 

LUCIE WOOD: The Cat and the Custard 
Cup in La Habra, for the seared scallops. 
And Langer’s Deli in Downtown LA—the 
No. 19, every time. 

Was Steamers ever a coffeehouse? 

SEAN SCHICKLING: It still is in the day¬ 
time. It’s like a cross between Thunderdome 
and Mos Eisley Cantina. 

What are Straight No Chaser Sundays? 
WOOD: On Fridays and Saturdays, it’s 
basically a concert. There’s a cover charge; 
it’s crowded. But we wanted Sundays to 
have a more relaxed, low-key atmosphere. 
There’s no cover charge, and we feature 
some really exceptional music. We have 
a great New Orleans-gypsy jazz group 
called the Manouche Troubadours and an 
organ trio called 2+1B3 who do a cool, ’60s 
Jimmy Smith thing. It’s a nice way to end 
the weekend. 

Weirdest customer request (and did you do it?): 
SCHICKLING: Recently, someone ordered 
a Van Winkle and Coke. I poured the Van 
Winkle, neat, and gave him a glass of Coke 
on the side, so he could taste the bourbon 
straight before deciding whether to mix it 
with Coke. Thankfully, he did not. 

Strangest thing you’ve ever sipped: 

WOOD: Our reps bring us all kinds of awe¬ 
some spirits to taste, but sometimes, they 
bring in bizarre new products, and we try 
them purely out of curiosity. Cognac-infused 
vodka comes to mind. 

Tell us about the most recent original cocktail 
you created. 

SCHICKLING: We create a new cocktail 
every week. Well, more often than that, 
actually. But we feature a new cocktail every 
week, after we go to the farmers’ market. 

We pick out our ingredients in the morning, 
and then we have just a few hours to create 
something we’ll serve later that night. 

What are your favorites on the drink menu? 
WOOD: It’s a tough decision, but I think 
my favorite is the Man O’ War cocktail. It’s 
a mezcal drink, which can be tricky; I’ve 
had a few that taste like barbecue sauce. We 
use Ilegal mezcal, which is very refined; it’s 
great for mixing. We infuse it with seeded 
jalapenos for three days to give it a crisp, 
vegetal flavor without too much heat. We 
then do a second, very brief infusion with a 
whole jalapeno (seeds and all) to give it that

extra kick. The jalapeno-infused mezcal is 
then mixed with Drambuie, lemon juice, 
agave nectar and a few dashes of celery 
bitters. It’s fantastic. All these unique, chal¬ 
lenging flavors working in harmony: heat 
and smoke balanced by citrus and honey, 
with herbaceous notes from the Drambuie 
and bitters. 

Your earliest food memory: 

SCHICKLING: I remember my first Dodger 
dog. My dad bought me one at Game 1 of the 
1988 World Series. I got sick. Sometime dur¬ 
ing the eighth inning, it was apparent I had 
to go home. We left, and as we were driving 
back, listening to the game on the radio, 

Kirk Gibson hit his legendary home run. He 
says he doesn’t, but I’m pretty sure my dad 
still hates me for it. 

Culinarily speaking Orange County has 
the best: 

WOOD: We have a rapidly growing food 
culture and a lot of passionate, adventurous 
people who are creating and seeking out 
great food. We also have a really enthusias¬ 
tic craft-beer community and some world- 
class breweries. 

What is your most popular item? 
SCHICKLING: For our summer menu, we 
wanted to create some truly stunning cock¬ 
tails using vodka as the base spirit. Many 
craft bartenders shy away from mixing with 
it, but we feel vodka’s worst quality is also 
its best: it’s a blank canvas. Vodka is not very 
interesting or flavorful on its own, but it can 
easily be infused with fresh, natural ingredi¬ 
ents to create a new, unique spirit. 

What should people order when they visit 
your bar? 

WOOD: I’d love to see more people drinking 
straight spirits. There’s so much craftsman¬ 
ship, so much care involved in distilling, 
blending and aging spirits. Don’t get me 
wrong: I love mixing, but some spirits are 
best enjoyed neat. It warms my heart to see 
a young lady enjoying a single-malt Islay 
Scotch or a cask-strength bourbon.

Edna’s Filipino Cuisine reps the archipelago proud 


C ambodians might be Long Beach’s 
most visible Southeast Asians, but 
take any of the city’s major streets 
across the river to the west side, and 
you’ll quickly discover a large Filipino 
community hiding among the taco shops 
and wartime houses. Instead of its own 
designated strip littered with dozens 
of traditional restaurants and shops (as 
you’ll find in Anaheim), Long Beach’s 
Pinoys have only a few slices of home and 
most of them are on Santa Fe Avenue. 



Just south of Willow are two Filipino 
eateries that face each other with barred- 
up windows. I recently had the guts to 
go into one of them for my first taste of 
food from the Philippines. Edna’s Fili¬ 
pino Cuisine won my patronage because 
of its parking lot and colorful, tropical 
logo, but I have heard that Hapag Kainan 
across the street is similarly structured. 
The Spanish influence present in most 
mainstay Filipino food is downplayed 
here, with the only familiar Latin things 
being the whole, fried fish and a giant 
pile of chicken chicharrones, which you 
can buy by the pound on your way out. 
Instead, the 20 or so premade dishes 
available at Edna’s emphasize such 
Pacific Island specialties as barbecue 
pork, goat soup and whole-squid stew. 


Long Beach Lunch

As with Cambodian food, some of the 
aromas and flavors in Filipino cooking 
are seemingly off-putting to the Western 
palate. A goat soup called pinapaitan 
gets its intense battery-acid bitter¬ 
ness from the addition of the animal’s 
bile. And a homestyle specialty known 
affectionately as “chocolate meat” is not 
Pinoy mole as it appears, but instead 
fatty chunks of pig offal floating in a 
dark-brown blood stew. But there are 
still many options for those looking 
for something a bit tamer. A beef stew 
called kaldereta drenches thin cuts of 
steak in a Dinty Moore-worthy brown 
gravy. The barbecue pork skewers 
have thick bacon cuts in a better-than- 
Teriyaki sweet sauce. And the kinilaw 
na kambing is a ceviche-style mix of 
grilled goat cuts (skin, meat and liver) 
tossed with chiles and onions and gin¬ 
ger. Traditionally eaten cold and with a 
beer, the kinilaw comes packaged in a 
Styrofoam container so you can savor it 
at home later. Pour some vinegar over it 
for maximum effect. 

More than just a restaurant, though, 
Edna’s is also home to a Western Union 
office and an Internet cafe where people 
can connect with the motherland. But it’s 
not all just for Pinoys. Anyone can order a 
halo-halo at this turo-turo and enjoy the 
Tagalog telenovelas blaring on the TV. And 
please do roll in, gabachos : Filipino food 
remains the most criminally overlooked 
cuisine in Southern California, and Edna’s 
is a great place to start, goat bile and all.

W hen I’m feeling homesick (or 
wanting clam chowder), I stop 
by San Francisco-based chain 
Boudin SF for comfort food. Scraping the 
inside of a sourdough bread bowl usually 
does the trick, but I broke the routine and 
discovered something that suited me more. 
For a mispronounced brand (it’s bo-DEEN) 
best known for soup, the grilled brie sand¬ 
wich with apples and fig jam was a wel¬ 
come, cheesy change. 

Sure, it’s simply a grilled sandwich at 
its core. Except this is a prime example 
of how food quality can trump quantity. 
The bread is freshly baked with a distinct, 
umami taste. That cheese—simple, yet 
classy, like a little black dress. Did you see 
how melty it got? Juicy apples sweeten the 
deal and add a satisfying crunch. But the

fig jam slathered on put it over the edge. 

Ordering it to-go is such a waste because 
the bread starts to steam and soften in the 
container. Give this grilled treat the time it 
deserves on a proper plate.

hen we dine out, a beverage tends to 
play second-chair lawyer to our food: 
still appreciated, just not to the same degree. 
We knew about chef Craig Strong's organic 
garden at Montage Resort (although its dark 
by the time we remember to look for it) and 
that the menu reflected its seasonal offerings. 
What didn't occur to us was how Studio's 
bartender treated its signature cocktail with 
the same distinction. 

For Tashina Bross, a big part of her creativ¬ 
ity comes from the fresh ingredients grown 
steps away from the restaurant. She hand¬ 
picks fruits, vegetables and herbs, which 
makes the difference in the taste of all her 
concoctions. Bross explains it best when we 
inquire about her enticing selections: "It is a 
seasonality cocktail menu that provides fresh 
flavor profiles and complexity that suits every¬ 
one!" We went with the Studio Garden. 

THE DRINK 

Studio Garden's homegrown taste stems from 
a blend of muddled, organic strawberries and 
Ketel Citroen, naturally infused with lemon 
and lime. Bross then mixes it up with Wonka 
SweeTart flavors of lavender syrup, juice from 



Meyer lemons as well as fresh lemonade. A 
minty accent finishes this chef's garden find. 

To call it refreshing wouldn't do it justice. We 
likened it to a recent spa experience: energiz¬ 
ing to start with a calming finish. 

Its rosy hue reminded us that sunset was 
less than an hour away. Patrons around us 
were being asked if they'd like a photo with a 
backdrop of the Pacific. When it was ourturn, 
we declined. Twice. By the third we caved, but 
our non-conformist tendency insisted upon 
their garden. It held more meaning to our din¬ 
ner than any body of water.

he crisis of the man-child has 
been done to death in movies, so 
much so it rings less as a comedic 
venture and more as a plastic joke. This 
is not the case in actor Eugenio Derbez’s 
directorial feature debut, Instructions Not 
Included. The man-child here is Valentin 
Bravo (played by Derbez), a swinging 
bachelor in Acapulco who flees commit¬ 
ted relationships, going through women 
as though they were shots of tequila. His 
life seems easy enough, until Julie (Jes¬ 
sica Lindsey), a past American-hippie 
fling, drops off their love child one day, 
abandoning them both in tears. 

To maintain his swanky lifestyle of 
rotating women and zero responsibil¬ 
ity, Valentin takes baby Maggie to Los 
Angeles in search of Julie. But Julie has 
already moved on, leaving Valentin to 


struggle through clueless fathering meth¬ 
ods. After an act of heroism toward his 
daughter is witnessed by a Hollywood 
director, Valentin is recruited to be a 
stuntman, and he and Maggie begin their 
new life. 

Fast-forward through a cutesy montage 
to Valentin successfully providing for the 
now-6-year-old Maggie (Loreto Peralta). 
Though he showers her with ridiculously 
lavish gifts and endless play dates, these 
gifts can’t seem to fill the void in Mag¬ 
gie’s heart as she yearns for a mommy. 
When Maggie starts asking questions, 
Valentin makes up fantastic stories about 
Julie traveling the world, even going so 
far as to mail fake letters to her from her 
mother. And then, Julie calls Valentin out 
of the blue to ask to meet Maggie. 

Derbez possesses the physical comedy 


and comedic timing of a modern-day 
Charlie Chaplin, while newcomer Peralta 
is his Jackie Coogan. She may be a tyke, 
but Peralta’s joie de vivre matches Der- 
bez’s zany energy. And there’s a menag¬ 
erie of delightfully hilarious Hollywood 
caricatures: a parody of Johnny Depp, 
an asshole filmmaker yelling into his cell 
phone, even a dig at Angelina Jolie. As a 
filmmaker, Derbez uses bright colors to 
bring us into Maggie and Valentin’s play¬ 
time world. 

But there are also downer moments. 

As Valentin and Julie duke it out in the 
courtroom for custody of Maggie, there 
are attempts to lighten the situation with 
curmudgeonly landlords and the afore¬ 
mentioned “Johnny Depp” testifying for 
Valentin, but they’re not enough to cir¬ 
cumvent the gloom cast on the scene. 

Derbez, who starred with Adam 
Sandler in last year’s Jack and Jill, is 
largely unknown to English-speaking 
audiences in the U.S., and that’s a shame. 
In his native Mexico, he is regarded 
as a comic genius, writing and direct¬ 
ing sitcoms broadcast all over Latin 
America and stateside. For this film, he 


gets personal, touching on his own fear 
of commitment—and growing out of it. 

A notorious playboy in his younger days, 
his romantic escapades with women pro¬ 
vided tabloid fodder until his televised 
wedding in 2012. 

For his first crossover film into the 
U.S., Derbez blends the two cultures. 
“American comedy has to be more uni¬ 
versal because American films reach 
different countries and cultures around 
the world,” he says. “Mexican comedy is 
more local, in which we are playing with 
words and innuendo. We call it albur, 
this humor where we relate everything 
to sex. It’s weird, but ask any Mexican 
about albur, and they’ll know what 
you’re talking about.” 

At its core, it’s the moments of tenderness 
and familial bliss through obstacles that 
bring the man out of Derbez’s man-child.

CLOSED CIRCUIT There's a fine line 
between restrained and drab, and 
Closed Circuit falls just on the wrong 
side of it. Even though the film is set in 
modern-day London and produced by 
the same people who brought us 7 inker 
Tailor Soldier Spy, it's curiously lack¬ 
ing in urgency. Eric Bana plays Martin 
Rose, a lawyer who's assigned, at the 
last minute, to defend Farroukh Erdogan 
(Denis Moschitto), a possible terrorist 
accused of playing a role in a deadly 
explosion in a London market. The case 
is hardly straightforward to begin with, 
but, as it turns out, the government has 
some classified evidence that it plans to 
use to prosecute Erdogan, info so secret 
that neither Erdogan nor his defense 
team is allowed to see it. So the attorney 
general—officiously jovial, as played 
by Jim Broadbent—appoints a special 
advocate, Claudia Simmons-Howe 
(Rebecca Hall), who is allowed to see 
the evidence but must not disclose its 
contents to the defendant or his lawyers. 
The hitch: Claudia and Martin used to 
be lovers, and the affair didn't end well. 
The plot leans heavily on paranoia, and 
it's all supposed to make us question our 
assumptions about terrorism and the 
eagerness of world governments to find 
scapegoats. There's just no pulse to the 
story—it feels like a dutiful exercise. As a 
leading man, or as anything, really, Bana 
is handsome only in a flavorless way. 

His brows are earnest, his chin finely 
chiseled, but so little personality comes 
through, I always find myself wanting 
to add an "I" to the end of his name. (R)

ONE DIRECTION: THIS IS US Morgan 
Spurlock loves money. His documenta¬ 
ries are fascinated by cheap cheese¬ 
burgers, product placement, and 
freakonomics, and his latest commodity 
is Brit boy band One Direction, five lads 
shoved together by Simon Cowell on 
X-Factor. They can't dance and they 
can't even convince us that they're fans 
of their own music, but the boisterous 
blue-collar quintet are predicted to be 
the first teen act to make $1 billion. For 
his 3D flick One Direction: This Is Us, 
Spurlock spent three months on tour 
with the guys, whirling from Japan to 
Norway to Mexico, but doesn't seem 
to have asked them a single question 
besides, "How does it feel to be really, 
really popular?" Instead, he lumps them 
together like a box of chicken nuggets. 
There's the sporty one, the suave one, 
the dangerous maverick, and the two 
prepsters you won't be able to tell apart 
until one of them gets fat or comes out 
of the closet. Even calling the film a 
documentary feels deluded. Sure, the 
blokes seem like genuine charmers and 
the tween screams are ear-splittingly 
real. But what's more interesting is 
everything Spurlock edited out. He 
doesn't film the boys within 30 feet of 
a beer or a girl, and he doesn't dare 
broach the idea that half-Pakistani 
heartthrob Zayn Malik deserves to take 
a second bow for being the world's first 
Tiger Beat Muslim. (And a third bow 
for patiently enduring accusations that 
he's a terrorist.) His story would make a 
fascinating documentary. Only this time, 
let Werner Herzog direct it. (PG) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 
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THE BUTLER There are more terrific 
black actors in Hollywood than there 
are good roles they might actually 
land. The Butler creates an open, 
freeing space for lots of these per¬ 
formers. Cuba Gooding Jr., Terrence 
Howard, Lenny Kravitz, Yaya Mafia: 
Everybody's good, especially Oprah 
Winfrey. Stylistically, The Butler —a 
mini-history of late 20th-century black 
America as seen through the eyes of a 
White House domestic worker played 
by Forest Whitaker—could have been 
made 30 years ago, but its time is 
now. It opens, inauspiciously, with stiff 
voiceover: Whitaker's character, Cecil 
Gaines, tells the story of his childhood 
picking cotton in 1920s Georgia. The 
plantation owner's son rapes Cecil's 
mother (Mariah Carey) and murders 
his father (David Banner); as grudg¬ 
ing recompense, the family matriarch 
(Vanessa Redgrave) invites Cecil into 
the big house to train as a domestic 
servant. This changes Cecil's life, 
and he later earns a slot as a butler 
at the White House, where he serves 
under eight presidents, beginning with 
Robin Williams' Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
(Others are played by James Marsden, 
Liev Schreiber, John Cusack, and Alan 
Rickman, all impeccably cast.) Cecil is 
happy enough in his line of work, which 
allows him to support his kids and 
his wife, Gloria (Oprah Winfrey). But 
his elder son, Louis (David Oyelowo), 
chafes under the status quo, eventu¬ 
ally joining the Black Panthers. You 


could call that a basic generation-gap 
screenwriting contrivance, or you could 
call it a smart way to dramatize turmoil 
and change. Director Lee Daniels 
re-creates some of the most horrific 
images of the civil rights era, including 
those of young black protesters blasted 
with firehoses. But his approach 
is, for the most part, more personal 
than instructional. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

THE CONJURING Something like half 
the running time of the engaging new 
don't-go-in-the-basement thriller The 
Conjuring is devoted to showing us 
characters proceeding slowly into 
the basement, or into the maws of 
basement-like places we know they 
shouldn't go, often with just matches 
or a flashlight to guide them. Twice, 
deliciously, they're blindfolded. This 
is not a complaint. Damned if direc¬ 
tor James Wan, the auteur of Saw's 
rusted-edge cruelty, isn't an ace with 
enjoyable spookhouse trap-springing. 
Often, as members of his fetching 1970s 
family (headed by Lili Taylor and Ron 
Livingston) negotiate the hallways and 
crawlspaces of their triple-haunted 
farmhouse, Wan stirs the shivery feel¬ 
ing of passing through some midnight 
space you have no business being. He 
springs the surprises within patient 
long shots, timing things so they actu¬ 
ally do surprise, often letting the creepy 
stuff actually creep up—this is the 
rare horror film where the fear isn't in 
what terrible vision the movie might 
cut to but in what might reach from 
the shadows you're looking at. Too bad 


then that the terrors eventually prove 
so knowable. The story is limited by 
tricked-up Amity ville- style truth in ess 
and the comforting assumption that 
Catholic orthodoxy will flood the dark¬ 
ness from the world. Save Lili Taylor, 
who is compelling as the worried 
mother, and a clutch of young girls, the 
actors mostly look embarrassed by the 
material. Farmiga, as fine an actress as 
Hollywood has ever seen, is upstaged 
by a powder-blue '70s collar ruffled like 
a coffee filter. Screenwriters Chad and 
Carey Hayes bother to craft reasons 
for the characters to venture where 
they shouldn't, and the father even gets 
asked, "Why don't you move?" which 
suggests everyone involved is smarter 
than the movie. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

ELYSIUM In Neill Blomkamp's dystopian 
science-fiction fantasy, Matt Damon's 
Max is a tattooed grunt stranded 
on the Earth of the future, a dismal, 
dried-out planet filled with have-nots 
who live short, brutish lives. The rich 
have long ago decamped to their own 
shiny, inhabitable satellite, Elysium, 
where all its citizens enjoy miraculous 
health-o-matic machines installed 
in every home. Following a series of 
unfortunate events—on this future 
Earth, there is no other kind—Max 
accepts a mission to help his fellow 
citizens. Among the obstacles in his 
way are Elysium's super-defensive 
secretary-of-defense-type Delacourt 
(Jodie Foster), who makes her entrance 
in a Jetsons-worthy tailored white 
dress and a Tilda Swinton haircut, look- 
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ing so sharp you could cut yourself on 
her flaring nostrils. You don't have to 
be a bloodhound to smell an allegory 
shaping up here, particularly if you've 
seen writer/director Blomkamp's 2009 
debut feature, Districts in which mem¬ 
bers of an extraterrestrial race who 
have landed on Earth are forced to live 
in grimy slums while humans get the 
cushy suburbs. Elysium doesn't have 
District 9' s brashness. Thematically it 
looks and feels almost like a sequel, 
made with a lot more money though 
not with more ingenuity or feeling, and 
while Blomkamp's message is morally 
stalwart, his delivery system sure is 
a bummer. You can see why Damon 
would be attracted to this material, 
whose politics are in line with his own. 
But he looks sluggish even when he's 
on the run. In Elysium, not even cheer¬ 
ful, smart, principled, energetic Matt 


Damon can save the world without 
figuratively stopping every so often 
to say, "Oy! My back!" (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

FRUITVALE STATION In the early hours 
of New Year's Day 2009, on a platform 
of Oakland's Fruitvale BART Station, a 
young man named Oscar Grant III was 
shot in the back by a transit officer. The 
officer later claimed that he meant to 
reach for his Taser and not his revolver, 
but his mistake was fatal: Grant, who 
was unarmed and restrained at the 
time of the shooting, died later at a 
local hospital. Debut filmmaker Ryan 
Coogler's Fruitvale Station, a fictional¬ 
ized account of the last day of Grant's 
life, is a prologue to that horrifying 
encounter, a restrained but forceful pic¬ 
ture that captures some of the texture 
and detail of one human life. Michael 
B. Jordan, of Friday Night Lights, plays 
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Oscar, a young man who's done jail time but 
who seems eager to get on the right track, 
not just for his own sake but for that of his 
girlfriend (Melonie Diaz) and young daughter 
(Ariana Neal). Coogler dramatizes Oscar's 
last day by choosing not to dramatize it: The 
events unfold casually, without any particular 
scheme. And yet because we know how this 
story will end, there's a shivery, understated 
tension running beneath. Oscar has just lost 
his job at a grocery store; he stops by to pick 
up some fish for his mother's birthday party 
that evening—she's played, wonderfully, by 
Octavia Spencer, showing us a no-nonsense 
mom who loves her son but senses that his 
place in the world is tentative. The idea isn't 
to turn Oscar Grant into a martyr; it's simply 
to shrink the distance between him and us, 
and Coogler's approach works. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

JOBS If what we see in director Joshua 
Michael Stern's Jobs is true, Apple 
cofounder and all-around cool-product 
guru Steve Jobs, who died in 2011, was no 
bargain in the human-being department. 
When an early girlfriend—played by Ahna 
O'Reilly—tells him she's pregnant with 
what she's certain is his child, he informs 
her that her condition isn't his problem. 

Jobs tries, feebly, to balance the man's epic 
contributions to the universe with his all-out 
douchebaggery. But how much of the latter 
can we, let alone Jobs' poor girlfriend, be 
expected to take? Our first glimpse of Jobs, 
played by Ashton Kutcher, is as a graying 
middle-aged gent unveiling the iPod to an 
audience already high on his Kool-Aid. As he 
strides across the stage, a charismatic nerd 
in mom jeans, their eyes follow him raptur¬ 
ously; they're like Silicon Valley Children of 
the Corn. He Who Walks Ahead of the Curve 
speaks in earnest-sounding but marketing- 
ready slogans: The new device, he informs 
them, is a "tool for the heart. And when you 
can touch someone's heart—that's limitless." 
The movie wants us to see the man spout¬ 
ing these bromides as an older, wiser one, 
whose products touch the part of people's 
hearts that's directly connected to their wal¬ 
lets. But Stern can't keep it purring smoothly, 
and too often drops interesting threads: 
James Woods shows up as a professor who 
sees Jobs' spark of whatever-it-is, but he's 
little more than the symbolic Teacher Who 
Cared. Also, we meet Jobs' bubbly blond 
wife (Abby Brammell) late in the movie. How 
did that happen? The movie itself, ultimately 
worshipful, ends up being Jobs-like in the 
cold way it treats flesh and blood. (PG-13)

MUSEUM HOURS The centerpiece of Jem 
Cohen's Museum Hours is an 11-minute 
sequence in which a playful guest lecturer 
guides a tour group through the Bruegel 
exhibit at the Kunsthistorisches Museum in 
Vienna, a tour watched from afar by narrator 
Johann (Bobby Sommer), a longtime guard 
at a gallery that doesn't need guarding. The 


scene's mixture of observation, insightful¬ 
ness, and above all curiosity encapsulates 
much of the film's appeal. The guide's asser¬ 
tion that Bruegel's scenes of peasant life 
"are less quaint and more radical than they 
may appear" suggests a built-in counterar¬ 
gument to those inclined to dismiss Museum 
Hours for its apparent slightness. Museum 
Hours is largely set in and around its central 
institution, but, more broadly, it is a film 
about public spaces and the pleasures of 
observing the people and things within them. 
Johann becomes a tourist in his own city, an 
opportunity he welcomes when a visitor from 
Montreal, Anne (Mary Margaret O'Hara), 
expresses a desire to be guided beyond the 
museum walls. "What is it about some peo¬ 
ple that makes you curious," Johann won¬ 
ders, "while with others one would be just 
as happy not to know anything about them?" 
Together, they discover Vienna—Anne for 
the first time, Johanna all over again. This 
exceptional film, a kind of hybrid between 
understated drama and essayistic tourism, 
approaches its subjects with uncommon 
patience and curiosity, lingering over objects 
and faces, conveying truths without authorial 
imposition. As Cohen's camera makes its 
rounds through the museum—the interiors 
shot digitally, the outside on 16mm—it is 
attuned to the everyday, soaking in local 
flavor and, in essence, defamiliarizing the 
banal. (Not Rated) Calum Marsh. Edwards 
Westpark 8, Irvine. 

.PLANES You can guess the plot of Disney's 
Planes —it's just Cars 2 with wings, an 
international romp that pits a humble country 
bumpkin against a fleet of literally jet-setting 
competitors in a race around the world, 
with pit stops in four continents and more 
cultural stereotypes than the Eurovision song 
contest. Will crop-duster Dusty Crophopper 
(Dane Cook) make like Rocky and smoke his 
competition with a little help from his friends, 
which include a moronic fuel truck (Brad 
Garrett) and a stern World War II fighter 
plane (Stacy Keach)? Take a guess. But even 
though Planes wouldn't know the word "sus¬ 
pense" if a skywriter puffed it into the air, the 
questions it raises are bizarrely fascinating, 
at least to adults. Who is Dusty dusting crops 
for? Thirty minutes in, as he finally wheels 
down the runway to begin his uplifting 
adventure, it's natural if your wandering mind 
might also ask when a plane becomes sen¬ 
tient. If we're assuming a human-like time¬ 
line, and also believe that life begins at igni¬ 
tion, then Dusty's most wizened ancestor can 
only hearken back to 110 years of history. Yet, 
how thrilling to muse that maybe instead it's 
the raw material—not the motors—that are 
alive, and the iron ore destined to be forged 
into these Planes and Cars has been self- 
aware since it was burped from a volcano. 
How awe-inspiring be this machinery! And 
how ironically human its dull day-to-day exis¬ 
tence! As Dusty's underdog quest to finish 
first fuels an international media frenzy, other 
planes are content merely to watch along 


on television. Are the TV sets also alive? 

Will we get a movie about them? (PG) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE SPECTACULAR NOW In The 
Spectacular Now, two kids as specific 
as you are fall into slow, uncertain love, 
their hearts filling up with each other but 
not always synchronously. You know that 
person you made out with one weekend in 
high school, the one whose kiss made the 
world fall away—but then breezed by like 
you didn't exist during Monday's passing 
period? There's plenty of that here, but with 
one thing that really would have helped back 
then: a clear sense of psychology. The lov¬ 
ers here are not a natural match, and when 
apart they have to dare themselves to keep 
going—it would be simpler for Sutter Keely 
(Miles Teller), a Georgia small town's king of 
beers, to party on without Aimee Finicky, a 
college-bound tutor-type whose wallflower- 
to-beauty transformation isn't ridiculous. 
Shailene Woodley's shy Aimee heads to 
school with bigger things to worry about than 
teen beauty—popular high school boys truly 
might be dumb enough not to notice her until 
the day she turns up fetchingly tanned and 
tank-topped at a campground kegger. She's a 
tender, moving creation, marvelously played. 
The movie is the boy's story, of course, 
as serious film romances unfailingly are. 
Fortunately, this boy is a slothful charmer, 
as drunk on his own good humor as he is on 
the contents of his flask, the kind of movable 
fiesta a young Tom Hanks could have played. 
Unlike his '80s comedy forbears, this slob is 
treated as a dismaying riddle rather than a 
beacon of everydude honesty—his challenge 
isn't to triumph over the stock-type snobs, it's 
to shape all his likable traits into a self with 
something to offer the adult world. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

2 GUNS All you need for a movie are two 
guys and two guns. Unless that movie is 
2 Guns, in which case you probably need 
a good deal more. The movie's pleasures, 
whatever they may be, stem from a kind of 
summer-diversion deja vu. The tagline could 
be, "If you like things like 2 Guns, you'll love 
2 Guns!" Because it all feels that familiar. 
There are a few differentiating details, of 
course. One character is an undercover 
DEA agent, the action-movie equivalent of 
a comfy shoe: When Denzel Washington's 
Bobby Trench is consorting with baddies, he 
just slips in a set of gold fronts. Bobby's part¬ 
ner—or, rather, the guy Bobby works with 
who doesn't realize he's Bobby's partner—is 
Mark Wahlberg's Marcus "Stig" Stigman, a 
naval intelligence officer gone AWOL. Now 
that's something we don't see every day, 
and Stig's gradually unfolding backstory is 
one of the mechanisms that keeps 2 Guns 
moving forward. In the end, we may not 
learn all we want to know about Stig, but 
there's a decent amount of rough-and-tumble 
gunplay and ludicrous banter in between. 
Bobby and Stig kick things off by robbing a 
small-town bank—later, we learn more about 
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why—and along the way, they run afoul of 
a lawman with a weirdly elastic sense of 
justice, played by a smooth-talking, bolo-tie- 
wearing Bill Paxton. Watching him slither 
between the cracks of right and wrong is 
one of the movie's pleasures; Washington, 
smooth as a satin sheet, is always devilishly 
pleasing to watch in his more comic roles, 
and he doesn't disappoint. But this is a here 
today, gone tomorrow trifle, albeit one with 
lots of gunplay. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

THE WAY, WAY BACK The Way, Way Back is 
a crowd-pleasing summer treat, predictable 
in its sweetness but satisfying all the same. 
It's like the multinationally branded ice cream 
sandwich you get on any pier in the Western 
Hemisphere—market-tested to appeal to as 
many people as possible (but you don't mind 
gobbling up). Though the script includes bits 
and pieces of writer/directors Nat Faxon and 
Jim Rash's real childhoods, it's a slick debut 
that feels like a recycling of familiar coming- 
of-age materials. The film's sympathetic but 
indistinct center is 14-year-old Duncan (Liam 
James), a hunched, shambling, inarticulate 
boy whose loneliness weighs him down 
as much as his slightly out-of-date Bieber 
bangs. He's an everyteen we're supposed to 
feel sorry for—his parents are divorced, his 
mom (Toni Collette) has found herself a dick 
boyfriend, Trent (Steve Carell), he doesn't 
have the sense not to wear long pants to the 
beach—but he's so devoid of personality 
that we wish happiness for him only in the 
reflexive way we want to pet a sorry-looking 
puppy. Duncan is driven into further solitude 
on one of those summer trips that's really 
a test of emotional fortitude: an extended 
stay at Trent's beach house. Like an angel in 
gas-station aviators, in swoops Owen (Sam 
Rockwell), the slacker manager of the dated- 
as-disco Water Wizz water park, to save 
Duncan from his misery. Owen performs 
alchemy on Duncan, transforming him from 
mini-Lurch into golden boy. But the magic 
is too strong; the transformation feels like a 
sleight of hand. It's like Pinocchio in reverse: 
a real boy, after a few lessons from his father 
figure, learns to be a simulacrum of one. 
(PG-13) Inkoo Kang. Countywide. 

WE'RE THE MILLERS Horrible Bosses co- 
stars Jason Sudeikis and Jennifer Aniston 
team up again as reluctant drug mules in 
We're the Millers, but this comedy's eager¬ 
ness to please functions as a slow poison, 
draining The Millers of its vitality by render¬ 
ing its characterization uneven, its potential 
undeveloped, and its plot predictable and 
stupid. Sudeikis can't find a center amid the 
script's erratic tonal whims, while Aniston, 
so thrillingly sexy as a man-eating dentist in 
Bosses, disappointingly reverts to America's 
Sweetheart: Stripper Edition. Sudeikis plays 
David, a small-time Denver dope peddler 
who's not going to let marriage or parent¬ 
hood harsh his life—nor will he let anyone 
forget it. (This is how you know he'll end up 
a hubby and daddy later in the film.) When 


some street punks steal David's stash and 
cash, he's kidnapped and forced by his 
own horrible boss (Ed Helms in his sunny 
douchebag persona) to drive across the 
border and bring back "a smidge and a half" 
of product from Mexico. He recruits his lap¬ 
dancing neighbor Rose (Aniston), abandoned 
teenager Kenny (Will Poulter), and underage 
runaway Casey (Emma Roberts) to pose 
as the Millers, his hunky-dory family. David 
rents an RV sumptuous enough to be the first 
floor of Will Smith's trailer, and it's off to the 
cartel compound they go. The film earns its 
R rating with quick shots of misshapen male 
genitalia and an extended kissing gag where 
Kenny makes out with both his fake sister 
and his fake mother, building to a true uproar. 
(R) Inkoo Kang. Countywide. 

THE WOLVERINE As summer comic-book 
blockbusters go, The Wolverine is not as 
elephantine as it could have been. It's 
more, well, wolverine—bony, loping, a little 
shaggy—and, blessedly, director James 
Mangold doesn't get bogged down in mythol¬ 
ogy. You don't need to diagram the convo¬ 
luted relationships between Stan Lee and 
Jack Kirby's X-Men characters to figure out 
what's going on. All you really need to know 
is that Wolverine (Hugh Jackman), a mutant 
whose knuckles sprout adamantium claws 
whenever he's threatened, has a secret that 
haunts him: He killed the person he loved 
best, Jean Grey (Famke Janssen), and now 
she keeps appearing in his dreams, wearing 
a silk nightie and slinging accusatory barbs 
more piercing than any set of mutant talons. 
But like so many of this summer's comic¬ 
book movies, particularly the hollow, forget¬ 
table behemoth Iron Man 3, The Wolverine 
represents a missed opportunity. Mangold 
tilts the movie heavily toward elaborate 
action sequences and skimps on the more 
romantic angles, which is especially frus¬ 
trating since Jackman is the kind of actor 
who can deftly handle both. Occasionally, 
Wolverine gets to do some semi-poetic 
stuff, like open his own chest with his claws. 
Jackman is terrific in those moments—he 
shifts between being affable and tortured 
as if it were no great shakes. Somehow, 
that makes Wolverine's suffering believable. 
With all his brawn, he can't escape sadness, 
and his nightmares form a connect-the-dots 
roadmap through the story. Jackman packs 
an extraordinary amount of feeling into 
these moments, and he even looks great in 
that flat-top hairdo with those little pointed 
ear-like tufts at the sides. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

THE WORLD'S END The laddish pleasures 
of The Worlds End, Edgar Wright's comedy 
about middle-aged guys drinking beer and 
facing mortality, come with a bittersweet 
edge. In the old days, the lead character, 
Gary King, used to be the coolest kid in his 
school, at least in the outlaw sense: He'd 
strut through his English town in a black 
coat and Sisters of Mercy T-shirt, and the 
establishment could kiss his royal arse. 


Except it didn't. Cut to the present, where 
Gary, jobless and aimless, gets his old mates 
together so they can complete the massive 
pub crawl they'd begun, though never fin¬ 
ished, 20-odd years earlier. The present-day 
Gary, played by Simon Pegg, has kept the 
coat and the T-shirt. The clothes still fit him; 
what he can't see is that they no longer suit 
him. But wait—that makes The World's End, 
the third comedy from the writing team of 
Pegg and Wright, sound way too serious. 
And it's really only sort of serious, when it's 
not being totally ridiculous. Like Shaun of the 
Dead and Hot Fuzz, The World's End is a big, 
shaggy dog of a thing, a free-spirited ramble 
held together by off-kilter asides, clever- 
dumb puns, and seemingly random bits of 
dialogue that could almost become catch- 
phrases in spite of themselves. (Since see¬ 
ing The World's End I've often found myself 
muttering, for no earthly reason, "Fuck off, 
you big lamp!") Like Shaun of the Dead, The 
World's End also features a supernatural 
element, though Wright has begged critics 
not to give too much of it away. But he never 
said we couldn't call it Invasion of the Body 
Snatchers meets Diner, so there you go. (R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

YOU'RE NEXT On Sept. 17,2011,1,000 protes¬ 
tors set up tents in Manhattan's financial 
district and dubbed themselves Occupy Wall 
Street. Four days later, Lionsgate purchased 
You're Next —a home invasion slasher that 
slices up a family of 1 percenters—and 
should have released it immediately. 

Instead, the studio sat on it and let The 
Purge seize the Zeitgeist. But, hey, at least 
the rich are still rich, and boy, do the rest 
of us like watching them get stabbed by 
stalkers in animal masks. Our prey are bur¬ 
rowed into the mansion of millionaire Paul 
Davison, who's hosting a fete for his heavily 
medicated wife (Barbara Crampton) and 
their four precociously named adult chil¬ 
dren, Crispian (A.J. Bowen), Felix (Nicholas 
Tucci), Aimee (Amy Seimetz), and Drake 
(Joe Swanberg). The kids are brats, yet each 
has managed to squire a significant other to 
dinner. If, deep down, their dates are in it for 
the inheritance, who cares? Soon, everyone 
will be served up like a pork chop. Adam 
Wingard's brisk and brutal thriller celebrates 
the quick kill; with 10 people to whack, 
there's no time to waste. As for the silent- 
but-deadly killers, they're tromping around 
in commando gear like rabbit Rambos while 
the Davisons quiver like boiled carrots. 

Unlike most horror flicks, which save their 
creativity for elaborate killers (It's a ghoul! 
From Egypt! Who was molested by his great- 
aunt and wears her skin!) or kills (It's an ice 
pick attached to a corkscrew attached to a 
forklift that's now attached to your face!), 
You're Next streamlines the gory stuff for 
something truly shocking: good characters. 
Not deep, mind you. But characters who are 
crayoned in bright enough that they're inter¬ 
esting even while alive. (R) Amy Nicholson.

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Toil and Trouble 

Shakespeare OC concludes its season with a lackluster 
staging of the Play That Has No Name

in the original play. They resemble early 
incarnations of NIN, their double duty as 
Gothic murderers in one scene creating a 
visually creepy (Marilyn) Manson Family. 

For a play that reeks of death, the 
production is remarkably bloodless, no 
doubt due in large part to the lushness 
of Katie Wilson’s striking costumes. 
Because much of the violence happens 
offstage, what we do see (the death of 
a child, a beheading, several stabbings) 
needs a certain savagery to be effective. 
That it doesn’t in this production must 
be laid at the foot of fight choreogra¬ 
pher Peter Greathouse, as his sword 
fights and murders are as clumsy and 
frisson-free as they come. And with a 
modern-dress setting, what’s with all 
of the oversized weaponry? The phal- 
licism of the blades 
makes sense in the 
climactic battle, but 
their use through 
the rest of the play 
just seems clumsy, 
as contemporary 
handguns would have 
been more consistent 
with the production’s 
costuming choices. 
Eric Barker’s stun¬ 
ning scenic design- 
in black, white and 
red—allows for 
levels and an effec¬ 
tive haunted-house 
feel, its ripped and 
rotting plastic sheet¬ 
ing, dangling chains 
and drawbridge like 
something out of 
Hellraiser, its gaping 
vaginal entrance/ 
exit painted a bloody, 
glowing red by Wil¬ 
liam and Jennifer 
Georges’ light design. 

Talking with Bra- 
dac at intermission, 
he seemed relieved 
to no longer have to 
plead for money as he 
begins his retirement 
from producing. A 
badass with the clas¬ 
sics, he has been doing 
this kind of work for 
34 years; he says he’s 
done all he can with it 
and is ready to move 
on. His desire to direct material that offers 
him a few more risks would be a welcome 
addition to a county theatrical scene rou¬ 
tinely low on ingenuity and adventurous¬ 
ness. While he’ll still be working within 
whatever strictures Chapman University 
places on him, I’m looking forward to his 
next step.

E very high-school student forced to 
read William Shakespeare’s play 
knows the story, but in case you 
don’t, a brief synopsis: Macbeth is a sol¬ 
dier in Scotland who, heading home from 
battle, runs into a trio of witches. They tell 
him he’s going to become king. Problem is 
there already is a king. Macbeth’s veloci- 
raptor of a wife urges him to grow a pair of 
balls and kill King Duncan, the man stand¬ 
ing in his way, and he does. 

Bodies quickly pile up as 
the increasingly paranoid 
Macbeth puts to the knife 
anyone who will prevent 
him from retaining power. 

It’s a perennial favorite 
with theater producers, 
but I’m not a fan of the 
play. Compelling but long- 
winded, there are a bevy of 
holes in the characteriza¬ 
tions and motivations of its 
two leads, as well as plot 
contrivances that will raise 
the eyebrow of people who 
like their stories plausible. 

Granted, Shakespeare was 
writing before the advent 
of analysis, so what we 
perceive as psychologically 
inconsistent now wouldn’t 
have been given a second 
thought in 1611, but today, 
more than a little of the 
play’s inconsistencies bub¬ 
ble up to the surface when 
seen onstage. 

Shakespeare Orange 
County (SOC) producer 
Thomas F. Bradac, in his 
last summer as head of the 
company, directs a visually 
modern yet solidly tradi¬ 
tional version of the Scot¬ 
tish Play, but even in his 
capable hands, he’s unable 
to escape its pitfalls. John 
Walcutt’s sturdy Macbeth 
gives us a brief sketch at 
play’s beginning of a good 
man suddenly teased with power late in 
life, quickly (too quickly, in fact) blossom¬ 
ing into an insouciant mass murderer. 
Walcutt sympathetically pleads Mac¬ 
beth’s case in the endless direct addresses 
to the audience, but giving the role a 
more cold-blooded arrogance would have 
made the character’s comeuppance more 
satisfying. As Lady M, Evelyn Carol Case 
punches certain words in her speeches 
with an overconfidence that feels equiva¬ 
lent to mustache twirling. Few moments 
in her campy performance felt real to me, 
and the play’s lack of a transition scene 
in which the social-climbing schemer 
becomes a hand-wringing madwoman 


made the resulting transformation less 
than believable. 

The production really hits its high notes 
in several of the smaller roles: SOC regular 
Carl Reggiardo’s doomed Banquo nails the 
dialogue with gentle levels of humor and 
emotional gravitas. His death scene and 
reappearance as a ghost doesn’t work at 
all, eliciting laughter the night I attended, 
but it’s an otherwise deeply humane piece 


of acting. Playing the eldest of Duncan’s 
sons, Nick Reinhardt’s commanding Mal¬ 
colm is equally good, treating the dialogue 
conversationally so that he sounds like 
a real person, not a cardboard persona. 
Likewise, Craig Brown’s brief comic turn 
as the drunken Porter is laugh-out-loud 
hilarious; Mike Peebler’s MacDuff battles 
an unflattering costume but wrings a 
moving, palatable grief out of the death 
of his wife (Amanda Arbues, onstage too 
briefly). Bradac’s staging of the Weird 
Sisters (Alyssa Bradac, Harrison Givens 
and Cindy Nguyen) uses them to strong 
effect, having them haunt the production 
throughout, instead of just the four scenes

Beyond Buckskin 

D ressing up to "play Indian" isn't cool. 

It reinforces damaging stereotypes, 
makes a mockery of the oppression native 
people endure and violates the sanctity of 
cultural traditions. And yet people still say 
it's "just for fun." 

At least, there's a glimmer of hope. One 
company went beyond issuing the stan¬ 
dard non-apology apology after its outra¬ 
geous fashion faux pas. Last September, 
Paul Frank—the OC-founded company 
that gave our teen selves monkey pajama 
pants—hosted a Native American-themed 
"Dream Catchin'" party complete with 
neon tomahawks, glow-in-the-dark war 
paint, feather headdresses and cocktails 
with names such as Rain Dance Refresher. 
Backlash ensued quickly thanks to Face- 
book and Twitter, with folks blasting the 
event as racist. 

Blogger Jessica Metcalfe of Beyond 
Buckskin, a site dedicated to Native Ameri¬ 
can fashion, put out a call for action. 

"If a company wishes to participate in 
the 'native trend,' then they should work 
with native artists," Metcalfe says. "If they 
are truly 'inspired' by our cultures, collabo¬ 
rate with us. If they are profiting off the mis¬ 
representation of our cultures, then they 
should donate at least a portion of their 
profits to native youth or art programs." 

So that's what Paul Frank did. It collabo¬ 
rated with four Native American designers 
on a rad collection of T-shirts and accesso¬ 
ries. Each piece has an authentic touch—a 
tote bag by Nooksack tribe member Louie 
Gong features the design style of formline, 
while a pair of sunglasses by Candace 
Halcro of the Plains Cree/Metis tribes uses 
a classic American Indian beading tech¬ 
nique. Elie Dekel, president of Paul Frank's 
parent company, Saban Brands, says the 
collaboration has been "an opportunity for 
us to help raise awareness about cultural 
misappropriations, which unfortunately 
happen too often in product, promotion 
and fashion." The limited-edition items are 
available at Beyond Buckskin (www.shop. 
beyondbuckskin.com). 

Metcalfe says the project "represents a 
very important moment in history." 

As Paul Frank has learned, it's never too 
late to get it right.

Y ou can get your howl on by listen¬ 
ing to Jim Norton five days a week 
on The Opie St Anthony Show, but 
when you want to hear straight-up come¬ 
dic brilliance delivered in a thought-pro¬ 
voking, brutally honest, generally filthy 
way, you have to catch Norton onstage. 
For his newest special, Jim Norton: Amer¬ 
ican Degenerate on EPIX, he delivers an 
observational hour filled with topics we 
can all relate to in some way or another— 
even if we feel too ashamed to admit it. 

OC WEEKLY; I saw the special and loved 
it. The intro with Michael K. Williams 
and Club Soda Kenny is amazing. Mow’d 
the pitch go when you told the network 
about it? 

JIM NORTON: Well, Michael licked 
my head on his own, and the ass slap 
was his idea, too! But yeah, Kenny was 
Emmy-worthy. What a wonderful and 
marvelous talent Kenny is. In all honesty, 
at first, EPIX was a little hesitant to do it 
because [the people there] thought it was 
kind of a rape visual. I was like, “Let me 
just do it and show the audience because 
we don’t show rape or anything. It’s just 
him standing over me.” When the crowd 
reacted the way it did, EPIX was cool 
about it. Of course, at first [the EPIX peo¬ 
ple] were a little nervous about it because 
it implies visual ass fucking, so ... you 
know. I just wanted to put the intro out 
there so people will want to watch it, and 
hopefully, they like it. The special is very 
honest because I’m expressing my opin¬ 
ions, and overall, I hope that people will 
think it is funny. 

I think everyone can relate to a lot of it, but 
do you think there’ll be some people look¬ 
ing to bitch about some of the things that 
you say? 

I don’t think there’s anything in there 
they can get [mad at] because I explain 
most of my points really well. I’m talk¬ 


ing about the school shootings, but I’m 
using it as a way to attack the media for 
being pigs. I use the idea of rape jokes as 
a way to point out how phony people are 
for getting upset. I use them as a way to 
attack the press for being inconsistent 
and self-serving, so I don’t think there’ll 
be any problems. 

Is there anything that someone could 
say to you that you’d legitimately be 
offended by? 

Of course! It’s normally a visual thing or 
something personal. Right after 9/11,1 
read that some professor had said some¬ 
thing comparing the people jumping 
from the buildings to little Germans or 
Nazis or something. I was very offended 
by that.... The difference is I don’t want 
people to be penalized for offending. I 
understand that me being offended is 
tough shit on me. 

I find it very weak that some people want 
others reprimanded for their opinions. 
Well, that’s how it is. People are so selec¬ 
tive with their outrage, and that’s why 
you can’t respect it. They’re not consis¬ 
tent! If you’re sorry, sure. But the fact 
that people even want to hear it is embar¬ 
rassing. We’re embarrassing ourselves 
by walking around and telling everyone 
else how to live, and yet we want things 
completely saccharine and given to us 
in a comfortable package. It’s just really 
irritating that we have gone this far into 
being hypersensitive little shits. When it 
comes to the outrage over social issues, 
the same people who get offended if you 
make fun of this won’t get offended if you 
make fun of that. So fuck them. I don’t 
respect their outrage at all, and I don’t 
honor their ideology.

Robot King Reborn 

Gary Numan enjoys a new wave in his career as 

a legend’s legend

T here’s a certain cannon of events 

that have defined pop music during 
the past 50 years or so. The Beatles 
playing The Ed Sullivan Show. Bob Dylan 
plugging in at Newport. David Bowie creat¬ 
ing Ziggy Stardust. And Gary Numan taking 
synth-based music to No. 1 on the Billboard 
Charts. Whereas it may have once seemed 
odd to see Numan’s name alongside some of 
the biggest names in popular music, bear in 
mind we’re living in the age of EDM, when 
Ableton Live has replaced the Les Paul as 
the axe of choice for kids getting into mak¬ 
ing music. 

Indeed, everything changed after 
Numan’s 1979 releases—first, the single ‘Are 
‘Friends’ Electric” (recorded as the Tube¬ 
way Army), then his follow-up solo LP, The 
Pleasure Principle, with the mega-hit “Cars,” 
which brought the synthesizer front and 
center in the pop paradigm, blowing the 
doors wide open for commercially viable 
music of the electronic ilk for bands such 
as Depeche Mode, Duran Duran, Pet Shop 
Boys and, later, Nine Inch Nails. 

Though at certain points in time, 
Numan’s legend status appeared jeopar¬ 
dized by his blue-mustache period in the 
mid-’80s and as his subsequent forays into 
jazz/funk after synth-rock ran its course. 
Lately, he has re-emerged into relevancy 
thanks to collaborations with prog rockers 
Battles, endorsements from modern-day 
rock legends Prince and David Grohl, and, 
most notably, constant lauding from his 
BFF Trent Reznor, who has brought him 


out on the road to play his hits with Nine 
Inch Nails. Numan has emerged as a leg¬ 
end’s legend. 

“It’s a lovely problem to have,” Numan 
says, discussing some of the hangups that 
come with the rock-legend label. “People 
may not know that much about you, but 
they may have heard, well, ‘Trent Reznor 
said this,’ ‘Kurt Cobain said that,’ and now 
you’re like, ‘Fucking hell! I wonder if this is 
goingto come across as fucking legendary?’ 

I feel that especially when I’m at festivals.” 

Numan’s headspace has never been his 
sanctuary. Plans for the release of his lat¬ 
est album, Splinter (Songs From a Broken 
Mind), slated to come out in October, were 
constantly pushed back as Numan went 
through phases in which he found it impos¬ 
sible to write because of a crippling lack of 
self-confidence. “I’ve always struggled with 
that,” he says. “It’s very easy for me to get in 
a downward spiral if I have a bad day in the 
studio. I really have to work hard to not let 
that bother me.” 

An extreme nervousness defined his stage 
persona early on in his career. While some 
critics panned his statuesque presence, 
Numan leveraged this perceived lack of 
showmanship into an essential character¬ 
istic of his performances. And it worked— 
singing songs about robots, playing music 
generated by machines, and appearing 
unanimated and emotionless played right 
into that aesthetic. But really, he was just 
terrified onstage. 

“It was my dad who said if you can’t find 


a way of beating this, it is the worst possible 
profession you could be in,” Numan says, 
now able to laugh off his past stage fright. 
“All those things you are scared might hap¬ 
pen, well, they do happen at one point or 
another. And you find they’re not as bad as 
you thought. And that mellows you out to 
the point where it’s fun.” 

Now, playing live is Numan’s favorite 
aspect of musicianship—well, if it weren’t 
for having to play his old tunes. “There is 
that sense of pressure and obligation; people 
are paying to see this, and there are certain 
songs they’re expecting to hear,” Numan 
says. “Anyone who wants to hear old stuff, 
come to this tour because I won’t be doing it 
again for awhile.” 

Looking back at the past is something 
Numan loathes as an artist. “I find it strange 
that people who are into electronic music 
would reference the past because, to me, 
that goes against the reason for playing elec¬ 
tronic music,” he says, complaining about 
how artists romanticize the Mini Moog as 
if it were a ’54 Les Paul. “I am like, ‘Really? 
Really? You can have mine.’” 

But mostly, he speaks highly about the 
young crop of electronica pioneers. He says 
he’s fond of dubstep—Skrillex in particular, 
after seeing him perform live in London. 

“He is brilliant. You have melody, you have 
amazing noises, this powerful thing going,” 
he says, emphasizing that it is Skrillex’s 
attention to songcraft that sets him apart. 

“If you cannot bolt those noises onto a 
melody, then you’re wasting your time,” 
he says. “There are an awful lot of people 
imitating [him] with no real talent, I think. 
That’s probably true of most things.”

Pepper cook up the same oversexed antics, 
but their new songs are well-seasoned

E very taste of success Pepper have 
encountered has come with a 
grain of salt. Before their riffs hit 
the mainland’s auricular sphere, lead 
singer Kaleo Wassman, bassist Brett 
Bollinger and drummer Yesod Williams 
stepped away from bussing tables to 
play semi-successful gigs on the Big 
Island. Unfortunately, it would take a 
re-issuing of their debut album, Give’n 
It, and three years for their debut single 
to hit after its initial release for Pepper 
to arrive. 

No longer 19 and out of the sexual 
peak they were in when the lusty ska 
title track was recorded in 2001, Pepper 
are back with a mature flare that still 
encourages the horny stoner to phone 
his booty call for some late-night action. 
When the Kona, Hawaii, natives first 
hit the scene, comparisons to Sublime 
and 311 challenged the bifurcation of 
their island-Metallica sound with radio’s 
other reggae-based favorites. Today, it’d 
be foolish to confuse the combination 
of raunchy lyrics and Wassman’s strong 
vocals with anyone else. Five LPs later, 
resting on the laurels of past hits and 
reputable tours (Vans Warped Tour and 
the group were once synonymous) would 
have been a decent way for the group to 
ride the rest of the wave that was their 
career, but a boyish radiance still oozes 
from all three original members, signal¬ 
ing the callowness they’ll offer for years 
to come. 

“Honestly, it was like college for us,” 
Williams says about the ambitious atti¬ 
tude they brought with them into the 
handful of SoCal studios where they 
recorded their self-titled album. The 
eponymous nature of the album is said to 
reflect the “relaunch of Pepper” from the 
aforementioned chasm. 

After not vibing with past producers, 
Pepper went hands-on with their 2010 
EP, Stitches, to ensure they could convey 
their self-projected sound. In what they 
deemed a pre-production to their upcom¬ 
ing record, the five-song EP, though lack¬ 


ing in acclaim and SoundScan numbers, 
did something much more to perpetuate 
the existence of the three amigos as a 
jolly, joke-spouting, melodic unit. Proving 
to industry professionals and themselves 
they could produce quality tunes sans the 
help of producers was an esteem boost 
for them. 

Williams calls the solo effort “rein¬ 
vigorating,” while Wassman likens 
their new recording style to a mainland 
American hero. “It was like the training 
montage in Rocky II,” he says. “We were 
running on the beach ...” 

Their self-help attitude extended 
beyond the studio to An Evening With 
Pepper, a small circuit of West Coast 
shows, including an appearance at the 
Troubadour. The group satirically detail 
the slew of responsibilities they took on 
to make the warm-up tour happen. “We 
were the opening act, the headliner ... 
the DJ at the end,” Wassman says before 
Williams and Brett add they were also 
the janitor and strip-club owner next 
door to the venue. 

“[We’ve had our] heads down, digging 
the ditch,” Bollinger says. They’ve been 
so busy in the days preceding the Sept. 
3rd release of the new album, they were 
unaware of the prime position on alter¬ 
native charts of the single “FKARND.” 

Apart from the grind that has kept 
Pepper in the game, their ability to righ¬ 
teously goof off, or FKARND, appears 
to be the key to their longevity. Such 
antics as Wassman’s nipple-rubbing flirt 
session with KROQ’s Stryker during 
their performance at the Red Bull Sound 
Space makes for easy listening and an 
awesome performance.

Lyrical Gangsta 

I n the nucleus of OC's rap scene lies a 
burst of energy called Supreme Cere¬ 
bral. The man born on the East Coast as 
Bradley James has been involved with a 
score of projects—including the sequel 
to his alter ego Bugzy Nino's first album— 
collaborating with hip-hop reputables 
Termanology and Action Bronson, as well 
as locals Kadillak Kaz to C4mula. 

The MC, who titled his newest work 
Your Favorite Rapper's Rapper, never shies 
away from being cocky. We met at a Tustin 
studio for a mastering session that comes 
less than two months after the release 
of his most recent full-length LP. Several 
times, James would break down for me 
snippets of his cleverest bars, reveal¬ 
ing a thorough understanding of melody. 
We previewed music from his upcoming 
album, Brass Knuckle Consortium, with 
his producer, Flip Da Soul Fisher, and 
songstress Francesca. A spleen-splitting 
first verse over one of Flip's beats beauti¬ 
fully transitioned into the neo-soul singer 
crooning the chorus. "That gave me 
chills!" James says. 

The 29-year-old believes his most com¬ 
plete work so far was the 2012 21-track 
LP, Muladoe King, the title of which is a 


play on his mixed ethnicity. But James 
has developed several personas in his 
music since he started rapping on dubbed 
cassette beats into a karaoke machine 
in 1996. As a freshman at Tustin High 
School, he battled with upperclassmen at 
lunchtime, and the music on his album The 
Blockness Monster featured a Dungeons 
& Dragons vibe, with themed tracks such 
as "Rise of the Lycans." 

"I was talking about Lord of the Rings — 
goblins and ghouls type [of] shit," he says 
of the mythological swag he brought into 
the studio at the time. 

Underthe influence of flicks such 
as Mobsters and New Jack City and 
the emergence of the Dipset/Byrdgang 
movement that sprang up around 2005, 
James established another persona, 
Bugzy Nino. "I needed that drug-dealer 
alter ego," he says. 

A need for cash also contributed to the 
creation of Bugzy Nino. For those curious 
about more info on this alter ego, his Face- 
book page implores such seekers to "ask 
the feds." 

James likes to use his versatility to 
keep people guessing. "I like to make 
niggas be like, 'Oh, shit, what'd he say?'" 
he says.

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Busting In On 
Sweet Bump It 

The OC-bred founders of a new LA band have 
‘so much fun it’s probably annoying’

lot of Orange County bands 
probably don’t count on the 
Weekly keeping track of them 
after they make the inevitable move to 
LA, but if they’re good, we will stalk 
them. Which is how we landed on the 
front porch of Sweet Bump It’s Echo 
Park pad during a late-night practice 
session, next to overflowing ashtrays 
and a flotsam of chairs. Those who 
don’t recognize the band name might 
remember founding members Nicole 
“Paco” de Leon and Jenna Eyrich—for¬ 
merly of the Fullerton female power- 
pop trio the Studiofix. Since leaving la 
naranja, they’ve expanded to a seven- 
member sprawl that fuses punk, funk, 
doo-wop and whatever else they feel 
like jamming on. 



OC WEEKLY: Who is the mastermind 
behind this massive band? 

IMICOLE "PACO" DE LEON: Jenna is 
the puppet master behind it all. 

JENNA EYRICH: Paco and I started 
talking again about a year ago, and we 
were thinking about starting a business 
together so we could make money to 
play music. 

DE LEON: We would literally talk 
about business models all day. And 
after a couple of months, we decided 
to quit that idea and just focus on the 
music aspect. So once we started, Jenna 
recruited Bill Bittner, our guitarist, 
somehow through mutual friends. In 
January of this year, we did, like, two or 
three songs together. Then Jenna met 
[drummer] Jay Doo [a.k.a. Jason Doo¬ 
little] at a party. Francesca [“Cecca” 
Salac] just came to one of our first 
practices to hang out.... So what’s 
been happening is that people who are 
around Sweet Bump It kinda just get 
sucked in. 

How did you guys start incorporating 
backup singing? 

DE LEON: After rehearsal one night, we 


were hanging out with [Salac, Marlaine 
Reiner and Lisa Deines], and they were 
singing R&B tunes, and a few weeks 
later, we as a band were like, “Why 
don’t we have background singers?” 
MARLAINE REINER: Naturally, Fran¬ 
cesca’s voice is Barry White low, and 
I’m Mariah Carey high, and Lisa is 
Justin Timberlake mid, so that kinda 
worked out. 

BILL BITTNER: We were going for an 
indie-rock vibe, but also adding some 
soul to it at the same time. So we 
asked them, and they jumped in. 
FRANCESCA SALAC: Lisa started out 
as our stylist, and I’ve known [Paco and 
Jenna] since we went to high school 
together in Fullerton. 

What makes this group fulfilling for 
you guys? 

BITTNER: I think the family aspect 
of it is the best. We practice twice 
a week, but it’s also about coming 
to hang out with your friends and 
extended family. 

SALAC: There are so many of us that 
we all come away with something dif¬ 
ferent. For me, I’ve never played in a 
band before or sang in public before 
this. So this is a totally new and differ¬ 
ent experience for me, coming out of 
my shell as a performer onstage on top 
of working my 9-to-5 job. 

DE LEON: Marlaine always jokes 
that this house is “a safe place.” But 
it’s true—like, Francesca can come in 
here and say, “I love the Backstreet 
Boys,” and no one is going to ridi¬ 
cule her. 

JAY DOO: But we will definitely ridi¬ 
cule her for wearing driving gloves. 
[Laughs.] 

SALAC: I wear driving gloves so I don’t 
get sun spots on my hands! 

So do people pull up next to you and 
automatically assume you’re ready 
to race? 

SALAC: I don’t think so, considering I 
also wear a visor when I drive. [Laughs.] 
EYRICH: And to go back to your ques¬ 
tion, I took a year off from playing 
music, and it made me realize how 
much I needed it. I’m so depressed 
without it. 

REINER: And it’s the exact opposite 
when we are playing. It’s not even 
neutral; we have so much fun it’s prob¬ 
ably annoying.

The Sandpiper, Ozzy Osbourne and Marele 


S ervice isn’t the name of the game at 
the Sandpiper. If you want hospital¬ 
ity, go to one of those fancy restau¬ 
rants perched around downtown Laguna 
Beach, places where they’ll kiss your ass 
and pretend to like you. The Sandpiper is so 
wonderfully out of place in this modern-day 
Laguna, where the billionaires gentrified 
out the millionaires, where Pacific Coast 
Highway turned into a long stretch of ritzy 
boutiques, art galleries and overpriced res¬ 
taurants. I could only imagine how it was in 
the days of the Hippie Mafia—maybe it was 
out of place even then? After all, this bar was 
a high-end eatery when it opened back in 
the 1940s.

I took a seat next to two ladies who nearly 
instantly struck up a conversation with me, 
wanting to know who I am and what I do. 
Upon finding out I’m a reporter, the lady 
sitting farthest from me informed me she 
was a publicist for many years. “Ah, you’re 
on the other side of the fence!” I said. “Who 
did you do PR for?” 

“Ozzy Osbourne,” she replied. 

Now there’s a man I wouldn’t want to 
represent, especially in the 1980s. And guess 
when our new friend Marele worked for 
him? She said she actually ran the press 
conference for his “Suicide Solution” trial 
fiasco—you know, the time Ozzy and CBS 
Records were sued because an Indio teen¬ 
ager shot himself and the parents tried to 
blame the Ozz Man. 

Marele was now visiting from Simi Valley, 
sitting at the Sandpiper with close friend 
Christine and drowning the fact her mother 
died 27 years ago that day. As the drinks 
flowed steadily, so did the tales of rock gods 
in the ’80s. She would ride in a limousine to 
Rod Stewart’s concerts with his psychiatrist. 
She recalled the time he played Madison 
Square Garden in the mid-1980s and walked 
out playing a cover of “Hungry Heart” 
by Bruce Springsteen. The crowd started 
chanting, “Bruce! Bruce! Bruce!” which he 
mistook as booing. He stormed offstage, 



offended, and 
then it was up to 
Marele and Rod’s 
team to convince 
him to go back 
out. (Reminds me 
of that Simpsons 
episode in which 
Mr. Smithers 
tells Mr. Burns, 
“No, they’re 
saying ‘Boo-urns!’”) 

Then she tells 
me about when 
she escorted Ozzy 
to legendary rock 
DJ Jim Ladd’s house for an interview. 
They’re in the elevator to Ladd’s home, 
and when the door opens, Ozzy lets out, 
“Are you fucking kidding me? It’s a bunch 
of fucking monkeys!” 

“And, no kidding, there really was a 
bunch of fucking monkeys,” she said. “Jim 
Ladd’s wife was the curator of the LA Zoo.” 
Apparently, the Ladds were holding the 
monkeys there for some reason, but Marele 
had long since washed away the memory. 

Marele spilled out these stories, and I 
feverishly jotted down notes in the dark bar, 
my handwriting becoming less legible on 
each page. The bartender gruffly asked my 
guy why I was writing notes, anyway “Oh! 
I’m just writing down her stories,” I said 
as he looked at me sideways, then silently 
walked away. 

We were drunk as hell by 11 p.m., by 
which time the Dirty Bird was packed. 

I bid farewell to my new friends and 
called the boys at Drunk Rescue to drive 
my drunk ass home in my own car (awe¬ 
some!). I talked our driver Peyton’s ear off 
all the way up PCH, thinking I was funny 
as all hell; the sweet kid took it just fine, 
even joking every once in a while. Once 
home, I stumbled inside, puked and passed 
out. Thanks, Sandpiper!
